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Pope, Yale University professor, as he addressed a large 
group of listeners in conference at Blue Ridge, North Caro- 
lina, as it appeared in the Ashville Citizen, Ashville, North 
Carolina, Friday, June 28, 1940. 

“The rise of new sects, such as the Church of God, is the 
most interesting and significant aspect of recent church 
history in the South,” said the Yale University professor. 

Under the caption of FAILURE OF OLDER CHURCHES, 
he stated: “The main cause is the failure of older churches 
to meet the need of the people. Eighty per cent of the 
members of the sect were formerly members of the older 
churches but became disgruntled about some way in which 
the church was not satisfying their need. Economics is a 
factor, for they flourish most in depression times. The 
poor join and find compensation for their poverty in the 
hope for the other world. . . . However,” in the next para- 
graph of the article he states, ‘they tithe always, giving 
more on the average than the church members in the 
richer, uptown churches.” 

“Dressing immodestly, drinking, wearing jewelry, and 
dancing are against their beliefs. Thus, the sect is a moral 
community in comparison with the church social institu- 
tions, which allow to membership all respected people who 
wish to join, with little regard to what kind of life they 
live.”

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Che BOOK of All Nations 


The primary purpose of ‘“World- 
wide Bible Reading,” promoted an- 
nually by the American Bible Society, 
is to help people establish a habit of 
daily Bible reading. This is the fifth 
consecutive year the Bible Society has 
set apart the period from Thanksgiv- 
ing to Christmas for this endeavor. 
Each year has seen an increase in the 
circle of readers, and in the number of 
nations that have participated. The 
little bookmark, carrying the sug- 
gested list of daily readings, has be- 
come a familiar symbol to those fol- 
lowing the program. Last year 15,000,- 
000 bookmarks were distributed, and 
the list of selections was reprinted 
more than 20,000,000 times. Under the 
supervision of the Bible Society’s for- 
eign agencies, the bookmarks were 
translated into various other lan- 
guages. 

The theme chosen this year is “The 
Book of All Nations.” The Bible is the 
only book that could be given such a 
designation, for it is available to nine- 
tenths of the human race. Some part 
of it has been translated into 1,090 
tongues. The amazing number is con- 
stantly increasing, as through the 
continuing labors of missionary- 
translators, the Book finds its message 
recorded in new languages. Not that 
translation is an easy task. It requires 
never-ending application of conse- 
crated, spiritual followers of Christ to 
express the eternal truths of God in 
words that speak in familiar sounds 
to the primitive native. 

Dr. Eugene A. Nida, director of the 
Bible Society’s translation program, 
tells of a missionary who was trans- 
lating the New Testament for the 
Mongo-Knundo people, who live along 
the Congo River in Central Africa. 
One of the big words in the Bible is 
the word “love,” used in that all-in- 
clusive sense incarnated in the person 
of Christ. Every translator in Africa 
must find a native expression for this 
idea. After years of unrewarding 
search, the missionary one day picked 
up the expression he heard mothers 
use in speaking tenderly to their lit- 
tlest children. He asked one mother 
what it meant. She answered, “This 
is the word I use when I mean I care 
so much for this little girl of mine 
that when I think what is going to be-

Or of Dr. Nida’s further ex- 
perience in Mexico, where the Chi- 
nantic expression for “fields” could 
not be translated in the exact term. 
“In that rugged, mountainous part of 
southern Mexico, where the only cul- 
tivatable ground lies on the steep, 
jungle-covered mountain, which cra- 
dles each village,” he says, “the Chi- 
nantecs can only understand Jesus’ 
words in John 4:35 by their own idiom, 
‘look up with your eyes and see the 
sides of the mountains,’ for only there 
on the precipitous slopes does the corn 
grow, and only there can the harvests 
be ready. The translator cannot al- 
ways find an identity of words, but he 
can find the similarity of meaning 
which has made possible the telling 
of the matchless story of the Bible.”

from the living God.” “Take heed” is a 
warning. It means to be very careful. 
IT SEEMS STRANGE THAT GOD 
WOULD WARN THOSE WHO ARE AS 
SAFE AS THE ANGELS IN HEAVEN. 
This verse is to brethren. Verse 1 says 
“holy brethren.” 

In 1 Tim. 4:1, “In the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, (by) 
giving heed to seducing spirits.” 
There are thousands of misleading, 
misguiding, and deceitful spirits these 
days. The old proverb is still true— 
“Cats hide their claws.” “Believe not 
every spirit, but try the spirits, (see) 
whether they be of God or not.” An- 
other proverb is “Careless shepherds 
make many a feast for wolves.” 

Peter, no doubt, was old and feeble 
when he said, “As long as I am in this 
tabernacle” (as long as I live) I mean 
“to stir (warn) you.” 

I heard of a little girl asking her 
backsliden father if God was dead. 
He seemed amazed at such a question, 
and said, “No, God is not dead. Why 
do you ask such a crazy question?” 
The little girl replied, “Daddy, I 
haven’t heard you talking to Him 
lately, and figured He may be dead.” 

God is not dead, and never will be; 
but we can die as dead as a door knob, 
if we become careless. 

DAVID BACKSLID. I was amused 
at a big radio preacher saying on the 
air, “David never backslid. He just 
got cold and lost the joy of his sal- 
vation.” I agree he got cold all right, 
as cold as a cold Eskimo. Anyone 
who commits adultery and causes a 
man to be murdered has a right to be 
cold and lose joy.

He 
ate his meal, paid his bill and went 
away; but the deep impression on his 
heart would not leave. He returned a 
little later to the restaurant and asked 
to see the waiter who had served him. 
The proprietor said: “I’m sorry, but 
you are too late. After he served your 
meal he went into the back room and 
shot himself.” 


WARN AND PLEAD 


Doubtlessly there are many who 
might be kept from suicide, might be 
kept from some horrible crime—if 
only we did not neglect our plain 
duty to warn them and plead with 
them while there is opportunity. 

Mr. Moody told of a man in Chicago 
who twice determined to give his 
heart to God but never had the cour- 
age to acknowledge Christ before un- 
godly companions. When recovering 
from a long sickness, he still refused 
to come out boldly on the side of 
Christ, saying: “Not yet; I have got a 
fresh lease on life. I can’t be a Chris- 
tian in Chicago. I am going to take 
a farm in Michigan, and then I will 
profess Christ.” 

Moody asked him: “How dare you 
take the risk?” He said: “TI’ll risk it; 
don’t you trouble yourself about my 
soul. I’ve made up my mind.” 

The next week he was stricken with 
the same disease. His wife sent for Mr. 
Moody and said: “He doesn’t want to 
see you, but I cannot bear that he 
should die in such an awful state of 
mind. He says, ‘My damnation is 
sealed, and I shall be in hell in a 
week.’ ” 

Moody tried to talk and pray with 
him, but it was useless. His heart 
was as hard as stone. “Pray for my 
wife and children, but don’t waste 
your time praying for me.” 

A well-known evangelist has said: 
“Your greatest danger is not in 
drunkenness, not in lying and steal- 
ing. Your greatest danger is in the sin 
of neglect. God can save the drunkard 
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The Sin of Negligence 


and murderer if they do not neglect, 
but immediately repent and turn to 
Christ for mercy. God can save the 
vile, the filthy, those almost beyond 
the human hope of redemption. 
Heaven itself will be graced by Mary 
Magdalene out of whom Jesus cast 
seven devils, by the dying thief who 
repented on the cross, by David the 
adulterer, and by Noah and Lot, the 
drunkards. Men who had part in the 
crucifixion of Christ will be in heaven, 
saved by the blood. Men who burned 
martyrs at the stake will be there. 
Paul will be there, though he had once 
upon his hands the blood of dying 
Stephen. 

“For every other kind of sin in the 
world there is hope but for this sin 
of neglect, for those who say, ‘Tomor- 
row,’ when the Holy Ghost said, “To- 
day.’ However bad your past, however 
guilty your conscience, today, if you 
will repent and turn to Christ, you 
will have forgiveness and salvation; 
but if you neglect—then you are lost, 
for, as the Spanish proverb says, ‘The 
road of by-and-by leads to the house 
of never.’ The road to hell itself is 
paved with good intentions.”

When Brother and Sister Hoyle 
Case returned home after their work 
in Cuba, she taught in the Bible 
School. They did much that year to 
put a real mission vision into the 
hearts of the young people.

A very eminent minister, speaking 
over the air, affirmed that Cornelius 
was saved, sanctified, and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost all at once. Well 
let’s see about that. What does the 
Bible say about it? 

Let’s turn to Acts 10:1. It is stated 
that he was a centurion. It is very 
possible that Cornelius is the same 
man of whom we read in Luke 7:1-10. 
The Lord marveled at him, saying, ‘I 
have not found so great faith, no, not 
in Israel.” Could a man have such 
faith and not be saved? Could a Gen- 
tile centurion be saved before Peter 
preached to him? Indeed, he could! 

Further proof that Cornelius was 
saved before Peter preached to him 
is verse 2. Here he is called ‘a devout 
man.” In Acts 22:12, Ananias is called 
“a devout man.” According to Young, 
the same Greek word (eusehes) is 
used, which shows that Cornelius and 
Ananias were both reverential wor- 
shipers of God. Also according to 
Young, when the term “devout” is 
used in an ordinary way it comes from 
the Greek “eulabes.” Mr. Webster says 
devout means to be “devoted to re- 
ligion or to religious duties.” 

Verse 2 says Cornelius “feared God 
with all his house.” He was a God- 
fearing man. This great character- 
istic marked his goodness and right- 
eousness. He “served the Lord with 
fear, and rejoiced with trembling.” 
Psalm 2:11. He did not fear God as a 
sinner would. 

Cornelius feared God with all his 
house. This is not the story of a man 
lately convicted and praying for sal- 
vation. Nay, verily, like Abraham of 
old, he sought the spiritual welfare 
of his family, his servants and his 
soldiers. He is a perfect example in 
respect to Christian husbands, fathers, 
and masters. Under his religious lead- 
ership all his dependants loved and 
served God. An unsaved man could

never wield such an influence over his 
entire household. Verse 2 says Cor- 
nelius “gave much alms to the people.” 
He gave alms to the Jews as well as to 
the Gentiles. He could not have built 
up this reputation in a few short days. 
His renown is exalted and widespread. 
His honor is emphasized and his ster- 
ling qualities give him public esteem, 
even among the Jews. His fame is 
widely sanctioned by the inspired 
writer of the Acts. The writer ascribes 
his character in an exalted and bril- 
liant manner. Luke would not have 
ascribed such honor to an unsaved 
man, nor even to a penitent sinner. 
There is not even a hint of penitence 
in the narrative. On the other hand, 
we have sufficient evidence that he 
was saved long before Peter preached 
in his house. 


Verse 2 says he “prayed to God al- 
way.” Cornelius habitually main- 
tained the exercise of prayer, of a 
long standing. He lived in harmony 
with Romans 12:12, 13, twenty-three 
years before Paul wrote it. How many 
penitent sinners do you know of who 
give much alms to the people and 
pray to God always? The grammati- 
cal setting in the narrative sets forth 
the argument that Cornelius was a 
justified man many years. before 
Peter preached to him. 


Verse 3 tells us that Cornelius “saw 
in a vision .. . an angel of God.” In 
verse 22 it is suggested that he was 
a justified man. “And they said Cor- 
nelius the centurion, a just man, and 
one that feareth God, and of good re- 
port among all the nation of the 
Jews.” 

Now I shall proceed to prove that 
Cornelius had a certain knowledge of 
Jesus and His great works. We call in 
our witness, the preacher himself, 
speaking directly to Cornelius, “That 
word, I say ye know, which was pub- 
lished throughout all Judaea, and be- 
gan from Galilee, after the baptism 
which John preached.” So you see he 
was acquainted with Jesus, but not the 
Holy Ghost in the baptismal form. 


Was Cormelius Sav 
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The time had come for the Jews to 
know that the Gentile Christians 
should be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost just like they were on the day 
of Pentecost. 

But the high-sounding radio speak- 
er, the solver of every obscure and 
difficult passage of the Bible, based 
his agrument on one word, SAVED. 
“Who shall tell thee words, whereby 
thou and all thy house shall be saved.” 
To make this mean saved from sin 
would utterly destroy the meaning of 
the other precious terms employed in 
the narrative. In order to harmonize 
the whole story, we must take this to 
mean final salvation. The word, 
“saved” is used in the same sense by 
our Lord: “But he that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall be saved,” 
Matt. 24:13. Our Lord certainly did 
not mean saved in the sense of being 
born again, but saved in the final 
sense. Paul brings out the same 
thought in Romans 13:11: “But now 
is our salvation nearer than when we 
believed.” FINAL SALVATION! 


To say that Cornelius was not 
saved before Peter preached in his 
house would be the equivalent to tak- 
ing the tint and hue out of the beau- 
tiful picture, and the great lesson it 
teaches would be null and void. It 
would discourage prayer and good 
works. In fact, it is erroneous and per- 
versive to teach that Cornelius was not 
saved before Peter preached to him. 

According to the voice that talked 
with Peter, Cornelius was éven sancti- 
fied. “What God has cleansed, that 
call not thou common.” God did not 
mean that He had sanctified all man- 
ner of four-footed beasts of the earth, 
and wild beast, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. The lesson was 
not on eating or not eating meat. 
God was showing Peter that He had 
a sanctified Gentile son in Caesarea 
who needed the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. And too, God was working on 
both ends of the line. He wanted to 
break down the middle wall of par- 
tition between the Jew and the Gen- 
tile. 

But you say, “Peter was to tell him 


words whereby he and his house 
should be saved.” Sure! Peter told him 
about the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
thus showing that he needed this 
great anointing to carry him through 
the tribulation that was soon to fall 
upon the church. Without it he might 
not have made it through to final 
salvation. In such a testing time, we 
need all the grace and power that 
heaven can afford, to help us stand the 
test. If the apostles needed the hap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost to motivate 
them on to final salvation, so did 
Cornelius. This mighty anointing of 
the Spirit made them acting attor- 
neys, or agents of the Lord, who gave 
it. This superhuman power gives us a 
controlling influence over others. 

The magnanimus speaker, of a great 
mind, left the impression that God has 
two standards. He stated that Cor- 
nelius was saved, sanctified, and bap- 
tized in the Spirit all at one dip. Then 
he left the impression that others 
may not do so well, they may have 
to dip two or three times. I will ask 
the master of all mysteries, “Did God 
have one standard for the apostles 
and another for Cornelius?” Such an 
opinion is opposed to the authorized 
doctrinal standard of the Bible. It 
tends to provoke schisms in the body, 
and it is an opinion held in opposition 
to the commonly received doctrine of 
the great Church of God. 

To teach that Cornelius was not 
saved before Peter preached in his. 
house is to turn aside from the regular 
course in which the Church of God 
has been traveling all these years. 
Such teaching, if allowed to go on in 
the church, will change our doctrine 
from a sound state of uprightness and 
correctness to-a putrid state. If the 
founders of the Church of God had a 
correct doctrinal standard, and I’m 
sure that they did, then let’s stand 
on the original foundation. 

Watch out for men who can answer 
every Bible question. In speech and 
attitude they have a sentimental pre- 
tence of spirituality. They assume the 
mental endowment peculiar to the 
average man.

We stated that I was 
going to Chitau, and when I received 
my visa it was also stated that I was 
going to Chitau. When I arrived in the 
colony, I was again asked where I 
would be, and I again wrote down 
Chitau, therefore I will have to wait 
on the Lord to work out things con- 
cerning a change to the coast. 

At present I have a little two-room 
house, with a little building back of 
it which has been used for a store- 
room and which I now use for my 
kitchen. Though this is somewhat 
small, I make out very well for the 
present, and I feel it is the provision 
of the Lord. It is surely hard to know 
what to do. It is hard to be patient at 
times, when one knows there is so 
much to be done for the Lord, and yet 
one has to wait for hindrances to be 
moved. It seems, as I have prayed 





many times, that the Lord would 
hasten the day when I could be doing 
more active work for Him, that He 
would whisper, “Whatsoever thy hands 
find to do, do with thy might, and 
step by step as thou goest thy way 
shall be opened up before thee.” 

There was a district convention here 
at Chitau a few weeks ago. Five or 
six hundred people attended this con- 
vention, and most of them were Chris- 
tians. At the baptismal service on 
Sunday afternoon, some three or four 
hundred people gathered at the water- 
side where thirty-six were baptized 
in water. Though we can’t count 
that as Church of God work, yet it is 
God’s work and it was a glorious sight. 
I felt blessed in my soul as I beheld 
what God is doing in this land; but 
on the other hand, my heart is heavy 
and sad as I think of the countless 
thousands who are yet in darkness 
throughout this land. Oh, my God, 
help us to reach them soon! If only 
we could get a married couple out to 
the field, so there would be a man 
in the party who could go to the Gov- 
erment officials for permission to 
enter some of these unevangelized 
sections with the gospel! I trust the 
Board will be sending that young 
couple out to the field before many 
more weeks pass. If they can’t get into 
Portugal to study for coming on out 
here to Angola, then I trust they will 
be permitted to come on out to Rho- 
desia. 

Should we be able to get a Portu- 
guese couple from Lisbon to come out 
here, then I think I could arrange to 
work with them. But as yet I have not 
located workers, only I have heard of 
one couple who has asked that we 
pray the Lord to guide them, that 
they have had it on their hearts for 
years to go to Africa, but they are 
praying for the Lord to make known 
His will and open the way for them 
to walk in it.

Germany, the land of Martin Luther, 
where the Bible for centuries has 
permeated the lives of countless Ger- 
mans, can go on if—it is a big I/F, 
and can only be made possible with 
the help of the Christian people of 
America. There must be four new 
presses and folding machines; the 
bindery must be repaired from bomb- 
ing and fire; the electric wiring, which 
has been on order for over a year and 
a half, must be delivered; electric 
power must be supplied and remain 
constant throughout the year; the 
plant cannot run unless twenty-two 
tons of coke and about five tons of 
wood can be secured; there must be 
additional paid workers, ten to fifteen 
women or girls and five trained book 
binders. The Bible Society is endeav- 
oring to help meet these requirements 
so that the Bible presses in Germany 
may once again start rolling. 


“The need for Bibles is very great 
indeed,” wrote one of the pastors in 
Berlin. “The letters of thanks which I 
receive every week prove and convince 
me that their understanding of the 
Bible grows deeper and that their lives 
have already been transformed by our 
worship services.” And this in spite of 
the fact the Bible Society has already 
sent more than two million copies of 
German Bibles, Testaments and Gos- 
pels to this Scripture-hungry country! 

Here is just a part of the publica- 
tion program the Bible Society faces. 
The demand for Spanish Bibles has 
increased very greatly during the war 
years and may increase even more. In 
Brazil calls for Portuguese Scriptures 
are growing tremendously and are sev- 
eral times what they were before the 
war, Bibles in eight Philippine dialects 
are being shipped to the Philippines 
just as soon as they are ready, where 
they are in great demand—demand so 
great that even the Society’s secre- 
tary in Manila, the Rev. W. H. Fonger, 
recently announced at a large church 
meeting there that he was expecting 
a shipment of Bibles in Cebuano and 
Samarenyo from America, and the na- 
tive Filipinos, who had been deprived 
of these books since the war, gave a 
great demonstration. “If they had not 
been in church,” says Mr. Fonger, “I 
know they would have shouted. They 
nudged one another and slapped each 
other on the back and expressed such 
joy at the prospect of the early receipt 
of the Bibles that American Chris- 
tians, who made this possible through 
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their gifts to the American Bible So-
